A Scene of Unparalleled Enthusiasm Lasting 23 


Minutes Ensued at the Conclusion of 


Ex-Gov. Black's Speech Plac- 


ing President Roosevelt 


in Nomination. 


CHICAGO. June 23.—Amid scenes of 


the wildest enthusiasm President Roose- 
velt wns nominated by the unanimous 
vote of the i>9! delegates in the Republi- 
can convention at tho Coliseum today, 
and Senator Charles Warren Fairbanks 


of Indiana, was chosen vice president by 
acclamation, all candidates withdrawing 


from the race for second position. 


A resolution was passed naming Jos. 


G. Cannon chairman of a committee to 
notify Theodore Roosevelt .of his nomi- 
nation on July 27, and Elihu Root, chair- 
man of tho committee to notify Senator 
Fairbanks of his nomination for 
vice 


president on August 3d. 


The national committee immediately 


elected Gco. 15. Cortelyo.ii ...chairman. He 
wns sent for and went directly to -the 
loom where tha session wns being held. 


ADJOURNED AX 2:25 O'CLOCK. 


As is usual in all conventions the clos- 


ing moments were full of confusion, the 
delegates adjourned 
themselves, while 


the ofliccrs struggled through, with the 
routine that was necessary to complete 
the record. The galleries were empty 
by the time the clerks hnd shouted the 
resolutions nnd only hero and there did 
it handful of delegates wait to see the 
end of tho Republican national conven- 
tion of 1004. Graeme Stewart, of Illi- 
nois, was recognized and moved that the 
convention do now adjourn sine die. 
Chairman Cannon put this motion amid 
groat confusion as the delegates and 
spectators were leaving the hall. Ee de- 
clared it carried and brought his -gavel 
down with a resounding whack at just 
2:25 o'clock. 


TAKE HASTY BREAKFAST. 


The Republican national convention 


met at 10 a. m., with the expectation of 
nominating candidates and adjourning in 
time for afternoon trains. 
The 
fair 


Juno morning was not spent in idling on 
tho lake front but in the packing of 
bags and eating short breakfasts. Then 
off to the Coliseum, and the oratorical 
flowers of men picked from each principal 
division of the country for eloquence. 
Elihu Root and Speaker Cannon gave the 
convention solidities in exposition and 
logic that were designed to be treasur- 
ies from which any campaigners might 
draw material for the argumentative 
side of tho canvass. Black of New York, 
Beveridgc of Indiana, Knight of Califor- 
nia, Edwards of Georgia, Cotton of Min- 
nesota., Cummins of Maryland and Dol- 
liver of Iowa, had been chosen to enter7 
tain, to stir feeling, to excite admira- 
tion in tho candidates nominated-'or sec- 
onded. The Coliseum began to fill at !) 
o'clock with the thousands permitted to 
hear these men of uncommon gifts. None 
of them, accustomed as they were to 
great assemblages, had a more friendly 
and yet a more critical audience. 


PREPARING FOR DEPARTURE. 


During the early hours of the day pre- 


parations for departure as soon as the 
supreme point of interest should have 
been reached, were abundant. Some of 
tho state headquarters were dismantled, 
portraits boxed and decorations stripped 
from tho walls. 
The rooms, lately so 


. animated where many a good story hnd 


been told and jolly company gathered 
looked quite deserted in their disorder 
and emptiness. 


The office of the sergeant at arms look- 


ed like a baggage room. Many pieces 
of hand baggage had been left there, by 
delegates who wished to go from tho 
hall to the station. St. Louis attracts 
several hundred. delegates, 
alternates 


and corresponded^ who stayed over for 
*peckl trains to ti!? exposition tonight 
»nd tomorrow. 


THREE SENATORS TOUCHED. 


Senators Denow, Cullom and Spooner 


kav» had their gold badges, worth about 


$25 each, taken from' their coats, while 
in the crowds at the ho'tels and four 
robberies of other .delegates or visitors 
have been reported to the police. 


Convention Hall—The \ nomination . of 


candidates in tho national convention is 
tho feature that appeals most strongly 
to the public and the number of visitors 
this morning gave ample evidence of 
that fact. 


IMMENSE THRONG PROMISED. 


Half an hour before the time set for 


the opening of tho convention there were 
as many visitors in the galleries as wit- 
nessed the entire opening session of 
Tuesday. Not only since the opening 
of the convention have all the visitors' 
seats been filled, but the manner in 
which the crowd poured through the en- 
trances today gave evidence that by the 
time the gavel .fell.every seat would be 
occupied, and- theVtanding.room jammed 
to tho limit. 


" DELEGATES' 'BEHIND TIME.- • 
The delegates and 
alternates some- 


what wenried with the "session of yes- 
terday were not as prompt as the spec- 
tators in their arrival aud the orchestra 
rendered about one-half of its day's pro- 
gram while waiting for the convention 
to open. Gov. Carter of Virginia, not-- 
withstanding his defeat 
of yesterday 


when he sought to secure an increased 
representation for Haiwaii, was one of 
tho early arrivals. 


NEW YORK TO NOMINATE. 


A few moments before the assembling 


there wns hurried conference 
by 
the 


nmnngers which resulted in an agree- 
ment that AInbnma, the first state on 
.tho roll, would yield to" New York to 
nominate Roosevelt, It was also agreed 
that Alabama, which was tho first state 
to instruct for Fairbanks, would1 yield 
to Iowa, to place the senator's name in 
nomination for the vice president. 
• . 


Shortly before 10 the New York dele- 


gation, began to enter the hall with Sena- 
tor Platt fit their head. With them came 
messengers bringing bundles of 
flags 


which were to be waved when the presi- 
dent was nominated. 


Senator Beveridgc nnd Gov. Durbin 


were tho first delegates from their state 
to roach their scats and were greeted 
with applause. 


CORTELYOU AND CANNON. 


On the two preceding days Senator 


Fairbanks has come to the Coliseum 
with the junior senator and the remain- 
der of the Indiana delegation but lie was 
not so early today. Secretary Cortel- 
you arrived promptly on the stroke of 
10 and was escorted to a seat on the 
platform. He received a cordial greet- 
in", the members of the national com- 
mittee crowding around to shake hands 
with the secretary. 


Cheers greeted the arrival of Chair- 


man Cannon upon tho stage and the 
band struck up the national hymn. This 
was the signal for the convention to rise, 
and the New York delegation was' con- 
spicuous, each of its members waving 
an American flag. 


FLOWERS FOR CANNON. 


Just before Chairman Cannon's big 


gavel fell Mrs; M. E. Plummer of the 
American Flag association, came upon 
tho stage and presented him with u 
bunch of cnla lillies, which Uncle JOG 
received with a profound bow. • 


"Put them in your button-hole," yell- 


ed some one from tho gallery. 


They werc'put in a, vase on the chair- 


man's desk. 


Alaska's delegation again entered the 


hall afmid applause, their picturesque to- 
tem poles attracting considerable atten- 
tion. 


For the first time during the conven- 


tion the large number of ladies made a 
brilliant display. 


The delay was due to the completion 


of some resolutions to be presented, but 
the good humor of the crowd made the 
time pass rapidly and there was no man- 
ifestation of impatience. 


Senator Fairbanks .did not attend.the 


session of the convention. ' 


Senator Beveridge will vote- Indiana 


for Fairbanks 
for vice president with 


the exception of Fairbanks'• own vote. _ 


CANNON OPENS CONVENTION. 
It was exactly 10:30 when Chairman 


Jannon, wielding the wooden gavel in 
his.left hand, arose from his high, backed 
leather chair, and with a resounding 
whack on the table in front of him, 
commanded the convention to be in or- 
der. 
• 


Mr. Cnnnon abandoned the huge^avel 


and secured a, smaller one. With this in 
his hand and- holding tho other up to 
comma'nd silence .he advanced to 
the 


front and commanded the delegates to 
take their seats. The command was at 
onca obeyed. 


"The 
convention will be opened," he 


announced. 


The Rev. Thaddcus A. Snively,, rector 


of St. Chrysostom's church, was present-; 
ed, .and at Mr.. Cannon's suggestion'ad- 
vanced to the front of the platform. As, 
lie spread, forth his arms to invoke-Di- 
vine blessing, the convention ar.ose. The 
hum ceased and absolute silence prevail 
cd. 


COLISEUM WELL FILLED. 


By this time the hall wns completely 


filled. • The rise in temperature waa do-' 
cidedly apparent and coats, hats and pa- 
pers were brought into use. 


At the conclusion of the prayer, Chair- 


man Cannon presented the .following an- 
nouncement, and it was read by the 
clerk. 


On the 6th day of July, at Jackson, 


Mich., there will be celebrated the. fif- 
tieth anniversary of the birth of the 
Republican party. The time when, and 
the place where, it received its name. 
Secretary Hay will deliver the principal 
address. Senator Fairbanks and others, 
will address the meeting. • 


Then followed an -announcement that 


the recently named national committee 
would m<:et in the Coliseum at the ad- 
journment of the convention. 


UPROAR AMONG DELEGATES." 
Chairman Cannon at once announced 


that the next order of business would 
be a roll cull of the states for the nomi- 
nation of president of the United States. 
The clerk called "Alabama," and immed- 
iately Oscar R. Hundley of that state 
mounted a chair and announced that 
Alabama relinquished the 
honor and 


had officially yielded its place on the 
roll to the state of New York. Instant- 
ly the convention was in an uproar. The 
New York delegation were o.a their feet 
waving their flags and shouting wildly.' 
Ex-Gov. Frank 'S. Block of New York, 
who .was to deliver the nominating 
speech in behalf of President Roosevelt; 
immediately started for the 
platform 


amid the wildest enthusiasm on the part 
of the -delegates. As GOT. Black reach- 
ed the desk of Chairman Cnnnon, he wns 
warmly greeted by, that gentleman, and 
escorted down to'the front of the .plat- 
form. Here Chairman Cannon, standing 
by the side of Mr. Black, in a few words, 
introduced him to the convention. Now 
was a succession of shouts to go on, nnd 
applause, then GOT. Black commenced 
his speech in behalf of President Roose- 
velt. He said in part: 


FRANK S. BLACK'S SPEECH. 


Mr. President 'and Gentlemen of the 


Convention: We are here to inaugurate 
n campaign which seems already to be 
nearly closed. So wisely have.the peo- 
ple sowed and watched and tended, thore 
seems little now to do but to measure 
up 'the grain." They are ranging them- 
selves not for battle but for harvest. 


There are no Democratic pluns for the 


cor,duct of tho full campaign. Their zcnl 
is chiefly i centered in discussion as to 
what Thomas Jefferson would do if he 
were living. He is not living, and but 
few of his descendants are among the 
Democratic remnants of today.- What- 
ever of patriotism or wisdom emanated 
from thnt distinguished man is now rep- 
resented in this convention. 


It is a sad day for any party when its 


only means of solving living issues is by 
guessing at the possible attitude of a 
statesman who is dead. This' oondition 
leaves that party always a beginner and 
makes every question new. 


In politics as in other fields, the most 


impressive arguments spring "from con- 
trast. Never has there been 
n more 


striking example of unity than is now- 
afforded by this assemblage. You arc 
gathered here not as factions torn by 
discordant views, out moved by one do- 
sire and intent. 


Never in. ouv lives did these purposes 


stand with deeper root than now. 


THE CONVENTION'S CHOICE. 


Today a common, purpose and desire 


engages us all, and. from every nook nnd 
comer of tho country rises but a single 
choice to fill the most exalted office, in 
the world. He is no stranger waiting 
in the shade to be -called- suddenly 'into 
public light. The American people have 
seen, him for many years and. .always 
where the fight was thickest -and the 
greatest. need was t tit. He 'has been 
alike'conspicuous in the pursuits- of peace 
and in the arduous stress of war. Pre: 


f erring "peace but not afraid 
of -war; 


faithful to -every. private, obligation yet 
first to volunteer .at tho sign, of national 
peril; a leader in-civil life and .yot so 
quick to comprehend the ,arts of 'war 
that-he grew almost >in a 'day to meet 
the high 'exaction's of command. 


And so the flash of-ilia .Spanish war' 


revealed that lofty courage and devotion.! 
which the 'American heart so loves;and; 
which 'you hare mot again to decorate 
and recognize. His qualities do not- need-; 
to be retold, for no man in that exalted-- 
plnce since Lincoln has been better 
known in every household in the land. 


He is no' slender flower swaying in.the- 


wind, but that'heroic fibre which is^est 
nurtured".''He spends little'timo in-re- 
view, for that he knows can'be done;by- 
the sbhbols; A stateamah'grappling with: 
the.living problems of the-hour he gropes • 
but little.in the past. He believes in go- 
ing ahead. A profound student of his- 
tory, he. is today'-the greatest history 
maker in the world. 


He does not claim to .be the Solomon 


of 'his time. There are many things lie 
may not know, but this is sure, that 
above all things else he stands for pro^ 
gress, courage and fair play, which are 
the synonyms of the American -name. 
."There .are times when great fitness :G 
hardly less than destiny, when the ele- 
ments so come together" that they seleet 
the agent they will use. Events some- 
times select the strongest man, as light- 
ning goes down the highest rod. And so 
it is with those events which for many 
months with unerring Bight have led 
you to a single name which I am chosen 
only to pronounce: Gentlemen, I nomi- 
nate' for'President of the United States, 
the. highest living type of the youth'; the. 
vigor and tlie promise of a great coun'-. 
tfy; and a'great age, Theodore Roosevelt-, 
of 1 New York.

VOICE CARRIED WELL. ' '; 


Gov. Black's voice, though not heary, 


carried well and increased in volurcpt-as: 
he:got fairly under way. His' epigrams 
provoked laughter, and the sharply -turn-_ 
cd sentences for which ho-is noted; nev- 
er failed to raise a ripple of npplause,; • 


As he confronted tho convention, Gov. 


Black presented a striking figure. He is 
tall and gaunt. His hair, originally a 
dark brown, is liberally sprinkled with 
grey, his dark eyes' look out sharply 
from behind spectacles and from beneath 
overhanging eyebrows. 


On the left lapel of his coat Mr. Black 


wore a pink carnation and during the 
first 
fern- minutes of his address he 


clutched tightly in his left haud a hand- 
kerchief, wjueli he.allowed to hang loose- 
ly. Occasionally' he 'changed the • hand- 
kerchief from his left to the right hand, 
always when he did so holding his right 
hand behind his back. He used few ges- 
tures nnd these mainly by the left arm 
which he raised from time to time when 
he desired to emphasize a point. 


THE DEMONSTRATION BEGINS. 


Gov. Black pronounced the nominating 


words nt just 11:06 o'clock. As he did 
so he retired quickly from the platform. 
But the words "Theodore Roosevelt" had 
not left his lips when there was a shout 
and Ithe convention was on its feet. Like 
the .crash of thunder that follows- the 
lightning tho enthusiasm began. Flags 
were :in the air, hats were thrown up, 
men jumped onto their chairs, women 
stood and shouted. The air waa rent 
with one continuous shout from thou- 
sands ' of throats. So mighty was the 
volume of sound that nothing definite in 
the -way of articulate sound was dis-. 
tingnishable. 


HISTORIC FLAG DISPLAYED. 
- 


At this point the band struck up. Its 


strains, however, wore only faintly dis- 
conmble in the mighty din. Then Chair- 
man Cannon took a hand; unfurling a 
tatterod silk flag, lie advanced to the ex- 
treme edge of tho platform and waved 
it. It was the f.ng used at Lincoln's 
nomination. It was then carried by the 
Missouri delegation and over the plat- 
form on that occasion as in this. The 
volume of sound increased. 


The front of the platform next occu- 


pied by an; immense crayon bust por- 
trait of President Roosevelt was borna 
aloft by three men. f Again broke, forth, 
fresh impetus to tho continuous shout. 


The front of the stage was next given 


over to a young man with a megaphone 
and a flag. As he swung tho banner 
from side to side he shouted the name 
"Roosevelt." At each swing of the flag 
the, name. was repeated. It was soon 
taken up by the delegates in. front and 
spread to those in the rear, and in a. 
twinkle the 
whole assemblage was 


shouting 
"Roosevelt, Roosevelt;" 
in 


measured unison. 


THOUSANDS OF FLAGS WAVED. 
The young man who started the cry 


was J. Hr.nry Smythe, Jr., of Philadel- 
phia, who is prominently identified with 
amateur spor.ts. 


• The Indiana delegation opened 
um- 


brellas of red, white- and blue bearing 
portraits of Roosevelt nnd Fairbanks; 
the Alaskan Eagles- were held aloft and 
thousands of flags waved in 
a wild 


sweep of color. 
. 


Tho New York delegation, occupying 


a place immediately in Iront, started out 
on a- marching tour of the hall. Mean- 
\vhile the demonstration showed no signs- 
of spending its force, five and'six and 
'seven minutes it continued. There were 
not tho slightest diminution. in the. vol- 
ume of sound. 


MARCH AROUND HALL. 


When the applause had continued al- 


most seven minutes it.wasigivon a new 
impetus by Chairman Cannon who walk- 


ed once more to the front carrying hie 
large banner. A little girl clad entire- 
ly in. white, was lifted high on 
the 


shoulders of some of tho Califprnia del- 
egates • and the child's treble was the 
signal for 'another outburst. A delegate 
icquested Chairman Cannon to loan him 
ihe large flag he'hod carried, and -with 
a.'smile the chairman handed it down. 
Around the hall it-went, followed by a 
Jong line of shouting delegates. 
Califor- 


nia- with its great banner 
of purple, 


-white and gold, camo marching down 
the center aisle and followed by sena- 
tors, members of the congress nnd oth- 
ers prominent in the life of the nation, 
they -went along behind shouting and 
chereing. A.small colored boy, James 
Blaino Caslum, of Georgia, with long 
curling hair, was hoisted upon the plat- 
form and he wared in frantic fashion a 
small national flag. 


23 MINUTES' OF APPLAUSE. 


Louiso Roberts, the young girl who 


had created tho enthusiasm in the Cali- 
fornia- delegation, was next carried up 
and borne hight on the shoulders of a 
stalwart delegate 
from -Indiana. She 


created a new furore of enthusiasm as 
she '.tossed her flag to and fro. Little 
Naomi Dafoe, of Alphine, Mich., follow- 
ed for a brief period and when she had 
waved her flag but a few minutes Chair- 
man Cannon, pushed to the front and 
saying,' "Please let me in my dear," he 
-zapped vigorously for 
order. The ap- 


ylause at this time had continued almost 
exactly • 23 minutes. It required fully 
five minutes and several more raps by 
.-the chairman and the strenuous work of 
aramerous police and sergeants at arms 
to get the delegates once more to their 
sesits. 
' When Chairman Cannon had finally se- 
cured order, the secretary read a history 
of the flag which Mr. Cannon had been 
waving. Grasping the flag and waving 
it over his head, Mr. Cannon said: 


"It prophesied victory in I860; its life 


has been the baptism of many a battle- 
field since, it is safe in tlie hands of 
President Roosevelt." Cheers followed, 
and Mr. Cannon recognized Mr. Bever- 
idge, whom he introduced in 
these 


words: 


BEVERDOGE'S SPEECH. 


'Gentlemen of tho convention: I have 


the honor of introducing to you a gen- 
tleman whom you all know as n. son of 
Indiana, who when he has a message in- 
sists upon a hearing and when' he speaks 
the people are enlightened and enthus- 
ed." 


Senator Beveridge began his speech 


amid loud applause. 


VOICE EASILY HEARD. 


Mr. Beveridge spoke with force and in- 


creasing strength, emphasizing his points 
with graceful gestures of the 
right 


hand. His voice was probably the eas- 
iest "heard of any speaker which the con- 
vention has yet heard. 
Shoutes, cheers 


and cat calls resounded 
through 
the 


hall when the senator sarcastically said: 


"No mystery was ever elected presi- 


dent and never will be." 


Long before Senator Beveridge con- 


cluded his "speech the sweat was stream- 
ing down his face, but his voice lost none 
of its carrying power, and his manner 
none of its energy. Senator Bcveridge's 
concluding words, "Indiana seconds »tha 
name of Roosevelt," released the wait- 
ing cheer, and the band and the flags. 
The cnthusiom was short lived, however, 
and order was soon restored. 


CALIFORNIA WHOOPS IT UP. 
When the convention had expressed 


its approval of Indiana's second to the 
nomination, Chairman Cannon announc- 
ed that Geo. A. Knight of Colorado 
would second tho nomination. The Cal- 
ifornia delegation showed that it was 
prepared for tho occasion. The old 
stage coach long drawn yell "Wahoo" 
was echoing through tho hall and a bo- 
quct of flowers waa borne through the 
hall as he proceeded. 


Mr. Knight was introduced by Chair- 


man Cannon. Ho has a voice which pen- 
etrated the furthercst recesses of the 
hall and roamed back in echoes from the 
iron room. As ho began, a voice from a 
fur end shouted "Not.so loud." This 
was a touch which the convention appre- 
ciated -and gave its applause to it. 


LAW MUST PREVAIL. 


"No, no," was shouted the response of 


the convention to Mr. Knight's declara- 
tions: "Socialism, can have no place 
among us;" "Anarchy cannot live in 
America." 


Mr. Knight proved to bo a phrase, 


maker. 


"Cowardice, duplicity and dishonesty 


are not impulsive," shouted Mr. Knight. 
"Theodore Roosevelt is impulsive. He 
hypnotizes 
obstacles." 
"Wahoo-Hoo- 


Wahoo-oo," again sounded from the Cal- 
ifornia delegation, and the convention 
took-up the cry amid'laughing applause. 


A|?¥iin Mr. Knight touched tho respon- 


sive chord -when he exclaimed of the be- 
ginning of the canal: 


"Theodore Roosevelt gave Uncle Sam 


a job. Uncle Sam wanted it and he took 
it, and Uncle Sam belongs to the union, 
too." 


Mr. Knight was surrounded by an en- 


thusiastic throng as. he left the plat- 
form, Senator Scott of West Virginia, 
throwing his arms around "him and hug- 
ging him enthusiastically.

UNION GROVE 


SUFFERS FIRE 


LOSS OF $25,000 


Flames Which Start in Myer's Opera" House Destroy Yil-j- 


Fire Engine House, Asby Hotel 


and Barns and Many 


Other Concerns. 


"The village of Union Grove is being 


wiped out by fire. Will you please, send 
us assistance?" 


This waa the brief but startling mes- 


sage that came over tho telephone to 
the Racine fire' department shortly be- 
fore 4 o'clock this morning. Inquiry by 
the firemen revealed that the Myers 
opera house; the Asby hotel and barns; 
Graham & Collier's real estate and in- 
surance offices; George Wieler's saloon 
and home; the village fire engine house, 
with nearly all of tho contents, were 
virtually in ashes and that the fire 
threatened to spread to the business dis- 
trict to the west and south, and the 
Blakey mills to the north; that unless 
help was prompt the whole town would 
go. 
• 


Fire Marshal James Cape at 
once 


made arrangements to send out a fire 
steamer, with several firemen, but the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul Railway 
company could not furnish a train for 
One hour, for the reason that" a locomo- 
tive was not available, except from Cor-. 
lisa. 


At 5 o'clock the Journal- representa- 


tive received a second message from the 
village, countermanding tho -request for 
assistance, as the fire had virtually burn- 
ed itself out and'was under control. The 
atmosphere being still, with no .wind at 
all, was all that saved-the flourishing 
town from practically being wiped off 
the map. ., 


Later messages received by the Jour- 


nal gives the full particulars of the 
greatest conflagration Union Grove has 
experienced' in many years/ and it was 
indeed fortunate no- lives were lost in 
the excitement. 


OPERA HOUSE IN FLAMES. 


It was a few minutes before 4 o'clock 


when the Myers opera house was discov- 
ered to be on fire, in fact was a moss 
of flames. The house had been occupied 
last night by the Pond Dramatic com- 
pany, said to be from McVicker's house, 
Chicago. Members of the company were 
stopping at the Afiby house, and all told 
there were twenty people in this hostel- 
ry. An alarm was sounded, 'the fire 
spreading rapidly to the Collier & Gra- 
ham offices and hotel building, a two- 
story -frame structure to the north. With 
tho greatest difficulty John. Asby and 


milyj the theater company -and other 


guests in the house escaped,. many of 
them in their night clothes, and (he 
greatest excitement and confusion pre- 
vailed. There was fear that some were 
lost, but in a short timo the entire list 
of guests was found to be safe, but had 
lost everything and not $50 worth of 
furnitura and other property was got 
out of the: house. 


VILLAGERS FIGHT FLAMES. 


In tho meantime tho local fire depart- 


ment and hundreds of villagers turned 
out and with eight • streams of water 
from the artesian well, the one fire pro- 
tection of .the plnce, fought the flames. 
With great rapidity they, spread to the 
barns in tho rear and all went up in 
smoke, with two horses, owned by John 
Ashy, harnesses, rigs, etc., but fifteen 
horses were'saved. 


Tha heat from tho blaze was terrific 


and it cracked'the gloss in windows on 
the west sido of the street, in the Cnl- 
lendar drug store-; Russell & Co.'s store; 
tho postoffico and other places, and tho 
buildings were*, more.or less,scorched. 


MANY BUILDINGS ABLAZE. 


A little wind had sprung up from the 


southwest nnd the flames -were sweeping 
on tho Blakey mill.. It was at this timo 
that a message was sent for help from 
Racine, for tho reason that burning em- 
bers were being carried three blocks, 
dropping on the roofs of homes to the 
north, o~tL tho First M. E. church and 
other buildings. On tho south it had 
reached tho building of N. Brown, occu- 
pied by Hansman's millinery store and 
Barthol's dantal parlors. The home of 
Charles Rhode, on Mill street, caught 
fire; two freight cars were in a blaze on 
tho St. Paul tracks adjoining the mill; 
also the old section house and a number 
of other buildings north of there. 


By this time hundreds of farmers had 


como in from a, distance of from ono to 
five miles. There were hundreds of vol- 
unteers and when the flro brands fell on 
buildings they wero extinguished by 
these rural firemen? 


For a period of ten minutes the slight 


wind that sprung-'up shifted to tho 
south, driving the flames from the will, 
upon, which a number of streams of wat- 
er were being played. This change in 
wind saved the building and spread of 
fire further north. 


FIRE STOPPED AT ALLEY. . 


On tho south closo to Wieler's placo

building. All. of tho old shed» were torn 
down nnd content* of the millinery store 
and dental parlors in the.

alley in that direction.' 


The members of the local flro depart- 


ment and farmer and village -volunteer* 
had worked with, a will and got tho firo 
under control .and the assistance asked 
for was not necessary. 


Intense excitement prevailed during 


tho -worst of the fire and the hundreds 
of people on the ground expected to see 
tho whole business-portion, of the town 
destroyed. Goods and household furni- 
ture were removed from many places 
which it was expected it would go.

They do not shed 
tho heavy garments worn in winter when 
tho warm weather comes, but continue 
wearing the same things from one year's 
end to the other, undoubtedly believing 
,bat what keeps out the cold will also 
protect them from the heat. 


CAN TRAVEL IN COMFORT. 


In regard to traveling in tho czar's 


dominions, Mr. Leo said that it was at

jcrths in the sleeping cars were equipped 
with springs, a comfort not enjoyed by 
American travelers.

Baltic was held by Poles, 
Germans and Swedes, the Black Sea. by 
Tartars and Turks, while tho fear of;«, 
Slavic peril stimulated the more civiliz- 
ed nations of western Europe to com- 
bined opposition to any advances west- 
ward. The lino of least resistance was 
by way of Siberia. But Siberia was then 
a 
formidable and unknown quantity 


while tho acquisition of more territory 
was of small consequence compared with 
the one great purpose to reach the sea, 
-upon which no Tsar had yet ever sailed. 
That purpose Russia has followed by 
methods unknown and impossible to oc- 
cidental nations, for she is tho only Eu- 
ropean autocracy that remains. 
Every 


constitutional monarchy, every republic 
is always involved in tho struggle to 
maintain the party in power, the search- 
light of publicity beats upon every act 
and each move must bo considered with 
reference to popular approval. Minis- 
ters change with frequency and policies 
change with them. In tho seventy years 
following the peace of 1815 Russia was 
served by only three foreign ministers.. 
During the samo period England had 
twenty-five changes in the ministry and 
the United States nearly thirty secre- 
taries of state! Even changes in the 
personnel of the foreign office made no 
change in her policy. She could afford 
to wait. Casting a diplomatic anchor to 
windward she might slack the cablo for 
a little, but only to draw up again, nev-. 
er weighing the anchor except foi: knotti- 
er advance. Sho could work in the- dark,- 
No parliament could ask embarrassing 
questions, no press could criticise or con- 
demn, no 'senate could reject or modify 
her conventions. Other nations might 
go to war to prevent a step hostile to 
their interest but they would seldom 
fight to' upset an accomplished result, 
and when they became angry or suspic- 
ious sho allayed their, excitement with 
soft answers and high professions, seiz- 
ing a favorable opportunity to steal a 
march and justify her want of candor 
on the ground that she was compelled to 
change her course by unforeseen emer- 
gencies, or that she had been misunder- 
stood. Indeed,.a Russian diplomat is 
said to have- admitted, over, the wine 
cup, in an unguarded moment, that he 
never made a promise until forded into 
a corner,'and when called on to keep it, 
pleaded 'that it was made under duress.

er's desk and Chairman Root took him 
iy the hand and led him forward to the 
extreme front of the platform the cli- 
max of enthusiasm was reached. Dele- 
gates with one accord jumped to their 
cet and onto thuir chairs. Cheer after 
cheer went up and waves of sound swept 
over the throng. The applause as the 
;emporary chairman introduced Mr. Can- 
non was deafening.

UNBOUNDED ENTHUSIASM. 


Mr. Root rapped for silence. 
'Iwise Mr. Root raised his hand for a 


silence that was not forth coming. The 
delegates wore on their chairs and their 
enthusiasm could not be checked. Mr. 
Jannon appeared decidedly uncomfort-

while" the cheering went on and 


shifted about as though the floor under- 
neath him was red hot.

ADJOURNED AT 2:25 O'CLOCK.

UPROAR AMONG DELEGATES. 
Chairman Cannon at once announced 


that the next order of business would 
be a roll call of the states for the nomi- 
nation of president of the United States. 
The clerk called "Alabama," and immed- 
iately Oscar R. Hundley of that state 
mounted a chair and announced that 
Alabama relinquished the 
honor and 


had officially yielded its place on thev 
roll to the state of New York. Instant- 
ly the convention was in an uproar. Tha 
New York delegation were on their feet 
:wavirig their flags and. shouting wildly;. 
Ex-Gov. Frank 'S. Black of New York, 
who was, to deliver the nominating: 
speech in behalf of President Roosevelt; 
immediately started for; the 
platform 


amid the wildest enthusiasm on the part 
of the delegates. ' As Gov. Black reach- 
ed the desk of Chairman Cannon, he was 
warmly greeted by, that gentleman, and 
escorted down to the front of the plat- 
form. Here Chairman Cannon, standing 
by the side of Mr. Black, in a few words, 
introduced him to the convention. Now 
was a succession of shouts to go on, and 
applause, then Gov. Black commenced 
his speech in behalf of President Roose- 
velt. He said in part: 


FRANK S. BLACK'S SPEECH. 


Mr. President 'and Gentlemen of the 


Convention: We arc here to inaugurate 
a campaign which seems already to be 
nearly closed. So-wisely have the peo- 
ple sowed and watched and tended, there 
seems: little now to do but to measure 
up 'the grain.' They are ranging them- 
selves not for battle but for harvest. 


There are no Democratic plans for the 


conduct of the full campaign. Their zeal 
is chiefly I centered in discussion as to 
what Thomas Jefferson would do if he 
were living.

Senator Beveridge's 
concluding words, "Indiana seconds,the 
name of Roosevelt," released the -wait- 
ing cheer, and the band and the flags. 
The enthusiam was short lived, however, 
and order was soon restored.

nomination, Chairman Cannon announc- 
ed that Geo. A. Knight of Colorado 
would second the nomination.

OPERA HOUSE IN FLAMES. 


It was a few minutes before 4 o'clock 


when the Myers opera house was discov- 
ered to be on fire, in fact was a mass 
of flames. The house had been occupied 
last night by the Pond Dramatic com- 
pany, said to be from MeVicker's house, 
Chicago. Members of the company were 
stopping at the Ashy house, and all told 
there were twenty people in this-hostel- 
ry. An alarm was sounded, "'the fire 
spreading rapidly to the Collier & Gra- 
ham offices and hotel building, a two- 
story.-frame. structure to the.nprth.,With 
tha greatest difficulty John Asby and 
family, the theater company and: ether 
guests in the house escaped,.many of 
them in their night clothes,, and the 
greatest excitement and confusion ^pre- 
vailed. There was fear that some-were 
lost, but in a short time the entire list 
of guests was found to be safe, but had 
lost everything and not $60 worth of 
furniture and other property was got 
out of the- house. 


VILLAGERS FIGHT FLAMES.

•was in the city lor a few hours today, 
and was interviewed with regard to the 
project by a representative ol the Jour- 
nal. 


Mr. Ross stated that the capital he 


represents is owned by a 
number of 


•wealthy men who are engaged in 
the 


•winter hotel business at Palm Beach, 
Flu.,- and other prominent resorts. 


RACINE A SUITABLE SITE. 


The lack of a summer resort in the 


middle west has been noticed by these 
men and for several seasons-they have 
been in search of a suitable site for an 
enormous summer hotel, which 
would 


merit the patronage of the best class of 
people, and furnish them with ^he great- 
est value lor their money. Through the 
agitation of the claims of Racine as an 
ideal site for the proposed naval train- 
Ing station the attention of the company 
•was attracted to this locality. The nat- 
ural advantages of Racine's location on 
the lake became apparent at onco. It 
•was decided that if the thing could be 
arranged, Rncine would be 
the 
place 


where the new hotel would be built. 


THE PROPOSED LOCATION. 


One of the prominent real estate firms 


of Chicago was <put on the track of av- 
ailable land here, which should lie be- 
tween the harbor and Wind Point, hav- 
ing a large frontage on the bay.

From fifteen to twenty-five men were 


thrown into a. panic and about'lmlf the 
village of Corliss aroused shortly before 
10 o'clock last night, by an explosion 
and crashing of glass, that fairly shook 
the earth. Everybody rushed from pub- 
lic and private places and the trouble 
was located at the Miller building, occu- 
pied and conducted by A. C. Plack as a 
Boarding house and sample rooms. 


Outside the buildings were found many 


of the guests arid the glass of the front 
was wrecked, while Larry Dunn, an em- 
ploye of Plack, was-burned about the 
face and, head, but n'o.t .seriously.

Mr. Dunn entered the basement for the 


purpose of getting goods for the bar. 
He struck a match and -instantly there 
ivas an explosion that shook the big 
milding and blew out .the entire glass 
[ront on the upper floor. 


Mr. Dunn was blown back against a 


door, but managed to regain his feei and 
escape from the building. The boarders 
and others ran out, not knowing what 
caused the trouble and villagers came 
crowding up from all directions. 


GASOLINE EXPLOSION. 


•It was discovered that there was fire 


i nthe basement and the Corliss fire de- 
partment and others turned out and 
soon subdued the flames. Investigation; 
was made and it was decided that the 
explosion was occasioned by gasoline es- 
caping from a. tank in the cellar, form- 
ing a gas and when Mr. Dunn lighted 
the match it caught fire. 


People who were in the building at 


the time state that it seemed to be fair- 
ly lifted from the ground, so terrific was 
the shock. With the exception of the 
broken windows and the scorching of 
the lower part of the building there was 
no damage. All told the damage is es- 
timated at $75.

mers of the St. Luke's Men's Club last: 
evening, Mr." Charles H. Lee addressing 
ihem on the subject, "Russia." Supper 
was served at 7:30 o'clock and after all 
present had done justice, to ^the good 
ihings placed, before .them, cigars were 
massed and the-speaker of the. evening 
was introduced by President-C. J. Rich- 
ards. Mr. Lee. has visited both in St. 
Petersburg and Moscow, and therefore 
vas able to give a very comprehensive 
and r able description of the two cities. 
In regard to the fqrmer,'he declared that 
t was not the most interesting city in 
;he world. Six months in the year it 
vas ice bound, and perhaps for that rea- 
son escaped much sickness, for the san- 
tary 
conditions in the summer were 


mything but good when the filth of the 
preat metropolis was dumped in 
the 


numerous canals. 


DESCRIPTION OF MOSCOW. ' ' -; 


Moscow now numbers 1,000,000 -inhabi- 


;ants.: It is situated upon the-' river' 
ifoskra from which it .takes its name.; 
The streets are crooked and irregular,1, 
yet pervaded by a rough sort ofplan,; 
rather suggestive of a spider's web withi 
the Kremlin as th'c center. To the vis-j 
.tor "Moscow is the Kremlin asd.-'the> 
Kremlin is Moscow." The word "Krem-; 
in or Kreml as the Germans write it isi 
supposed to mean fortress. Within its 
walls are entrenched all things most sa- 
cred in religious and political tradition. 


In shape the Kremlin is triangular, 


one leg of the angle paralleling the river. 
The walls are surmounted by twenty-one 
towers and pierced by five gates, the 
one by which entrance is made, known 
as the "holy 'door," or Redeemers gate, 
irora the miracle working picture above 
t, is-topped by the imperial eagles of 
Russia..

• . 


The great bell of Moscow stands at 


;he food of the Ivan bell tower. It has 
a large fragment broken from the base 
and is always so prominent in all pic- 
tures of the interior of the Kremlin. 


PERSONALITY OF RUSSIANS. 


In speaking pf Moscow he said that 


t contained 500 churches, and that peo- 
ple could be seen going in and out in a 
constant stream all day long. The sub- 
ects of the Czar are extremely religious. 
They have a. kindly, affectionate nature, 
are gei'erous, and the better classes are 
very polite. The peasants, he said, were 
apparently docile and resigned to their 
lot. They are possessed of but little in- 
telligence, and their 
mode of living 


would undoubtedly be -quite a shock to; 
the majority of Americans. The dros^ 
ky drivers were pictured as queer look-! 
ing persons. They cannot be distin-; 
Ejuished, one from the other, all appar- 
ently being of the same size, as they 
pad themselves out so, attaching great 
importance to size. They do not shed 
the heavy garments worn in winter when 
the warm weather comes, but continue 
wearing the same things from one year's 
end to the other, undoubtedly believing 
that what keeps out the cold will also 
protect them from the heat. 


CAN TRAVEL IN COMFORT. 


In regard to traveling in the czar's 


dominions, !Mr. Lee said that it was at- 
tended by but very little discomfort. The 
berths in the sleeping cars were equipped 
with springs, a comfort not enjoyed by 
American travelers. 


The restrictions upon entering 
the 


country are much less burdensome than 
those imposed 
by this government 


through its custom house officers at the 
American 
seaports. 
Everything 
is 


regulated by a passport in Russia, When 
a peasant moves from one, place to an- 
other he is compelled to take a duly 
signed passport with him and present it 
to the authorities of the place where he 
intends making his future residence. By 
this means it is comparatively easy to 
trace a fugitive from the law, or keep 
nn eye on any particular individual-. 


St. Petersburg is so thoroughly polic 


ed that the speaker declared one was 
safer there at midnight than upon the 
streets of Hacine at the same hour, and 
safer than at any time in Chicago. 


UNRIVALED SINGING. 


One thing that is always the astonish' 


meat and delight of all visitors in Mos- 
cow is the singing of the choirs in. sev- 
eral of the cathedrals. Some of- the 
bassos are so deep that special music 
had to be written for their parts, and 
the' tenor 
voices were sublime. The 


choirs are recruited from all over the 
various provinces, emissaries from th'e 
churches constantly being on the look- 
exit for the best material to be had. 


The Russian stomach, Mr. Lee declar- 


ed, was classed as a marvel by all who 
had 
seen the quantities of food 
and 


drink consumed by the average Muscov- 
'ite. Vodka, the great national • drink, 
stronger than the forty , rod

EX-SECRETARY OF _WAR ELIHU ROOT. 


.;,. Ex-Secretary.,of -War Root has been a prominent figure in. the Republican 
party for.some years. He was in President McKinley's cabinet and upon him 
in great measure fell the briint of the war with Spain and subsequent trouble in 
the Philippines. He recently resigned his position in the cabinet. As. .an attor- 
ney he has few equals and has been an earnest advocate of the building up of 
the-American navy. Mr. Root will make the speech of the Republican national 
-convention in the nominating of President Roosevelt for a second term. 


;ogether with almost unlimited quanti- 
ses of tea, were used to wash down an 
array of eatables that would cause the 
average American, to hold1 up his Bands 
n hqxror.

"If you desire to preserve an ideal 


about things Russian, do not look at' 
them too closely.. If you wish to carry 
away a fine impression of Moscow look 
down upon it from Sparrow Hill.' or. 
[van's bell tower. If you would rernein-, 
jer St. Petersburg as the Venice of the 
north, drive across the Neva on a cold 
star-lit night when, as Stevenson said 
of Edinburgh, "she illuminates herself in 
honor of her own beauty," or approach 
the city by steamer from the Gulf of Fin- 
land on a fair afternoon as she reveals 
to you, one by one, her myriad gilded 
domes. Treat the government and the 
diplomacy in the same way, for if exam- 
ined critically, you will find the one 
cruel and corrupt; the other relentless, 
shifty and evasive, but always consist- 
ent and masterful, pursuing for three 
Hundred years one all-absorbing object, 
an outlet to the open sea. Could the 
diplomatic history of Russia be written 
from the inside and written truthfully, 
it would form the most fascinating 'ivork 
of*a political character ever given to the 
world. 


SEA OUTLET NEEDED. 


At the close of the sixteenth century 


the solidification of European Russia 
was nearly complete, but it lacked anf 
opening, except on the north, where the 
White Sea led only into the Arctic 
ocean. The Baltic was held by Poles, 
Germans and Swedes, the Black Sea by 
Tartars and Turks, while the fear of:a, 
Slavic peril stimulated the more civiliz- 
ed nations of western Europe to com- 


edi opposition to any advances west- 


ward. The line of least resistance was 
by way of Siberia. But Siberia was then 
a formidable and unknown quantity 
while the acquisition of more territory 
was of small consequence compared with 
the one great purpose to reach the sea, 
tipon which no Tsar had yet ever sailed. 
That purpose Russia has, followed by 
methods unknown and impossible to oc- 
cidental nations, for she is the only Eu- 
ropean autocracy that remains. Every 
constitutional monarchy, every republic 
is always involved in the struggle to 
maintain the party in power, the search- 
light of publicity beats upon every act 
and each move must be considered with 
reference to popular, approval. Minis- 
ters change with frequency and policies 
change with them. In the seventy years 
following the peace of 1815 Russia was 
served by only three foreign ministers. 
During the some period England had 
twenty-five changes in $he ministry and 
the United States nearly thirty secre- 
taries, of state! Even changes in the 
personnel of the foreign office made no 
change in her policy. She could afford; 
to wait. Casting a diplomatic anchor to 
windward she might slack the cable for 
a little, but only to draw up again, nev-, 
er weighing the anchor except tot anoth- 
er advance. Sha could work in the dark. 
No parliament could ask embarrassing 
questions, no press could criticise or con- 
demn, no senate could reject or modify 
her conventions. Other nations might 
go to war to prevent a step hostile to 
their interest but they would seldom 
fight to' upset an accomplished result, 
and when they became angry or suspic- 
ions she allayed their, excitement with 
soft answers and high professions, seiz- 
ing a favorable'opportunity to steal a 
march ,and justify her want of candor 
on the ground that she was compelled to 
change her course by unforeseen emer- 
gencies, or that she had been misunder- 
stood. Indeed, a Russian diplomat is 
said to have 'admitted, over^ the wine 
cup, 
in an unguarded moment, that he 


never made a promise until forded into 
'a corner, 'and when called on to keep it, 
pleaded, 'that it was made under duress. 


• JAPS STOP PROGRESS. 


1 And so the'struggle ha* gone on. 


Russia has reached the Baltic, reached 
the Black Sea, though her ships of war 
cannot pass out of it, reached the Cas- 
pian and occupied it, started on,her way 
to the Indian ocean, halted for 'a time 
but not receded, reached the Pacific and 
turned southward to escape her joy en- 
vironment. Here she has met unlocked 
for resistance; for once diplomacy • has 
played her false and: plunged her, unpre- 
pared into a war the outcome of which 
none can foresee, for as the great jour- 
•nalist De Blowitz so aptly said of the 
Russian empire, In determining the drift 
of its future, logic can play no part nor 
pretend to prophecy."'

THE COURT AND THE STRIKERS., 
Pittsbnrg Dispatch: Judge Buffington 


n the. case before him growing out of 
the strike at the Rochester tumbler 
works recognizes the right to strike and 
to use peaceful measures in support of 
the strike, but .very strongly" denies the 
right to prevent, by force or intimida- 
tion, men from working where- they de- 
sire to work. The logic of the decision 
is contained; in the judicial epigram that 
"To make a man work for another; when 
he is unwilling to work is slavery; to 
prevent a man from working who wants 
to work is tyranny." 


With, this reasoning no honest fault 


can be found, though a hint that a time 
limit can be Bet on peaceable persuasion 
Iccpt strictly within the bounds of the 
law suggests a possibility that should be 
carefully guarded. But on the main 
proposition, that tKe support of strikes 
must be confined to argument, reasoning 
and peaceful persuasion,' wholly tree 
from either violence or the show of it, 
there con be no dispute consistent with 
the principles of free government. The 
Dispatch has favored the intelligent or- 
ganization of labor; but it has constant- 
ly maintained the principal that organ- 
ized labor must keep itself free from the 
appearance of evil. 
; 


We can have no quarrel with the 


courts, therefore, for positive and uncom- 
promising stepsvin checking the tendency 
to support strikes by illegal methods. 
The only thing to be desired is that an 
equal boldness and incisiveness be em- 
ployed in .halting .the more insidious 
transgressions of the law to which com- 
binations of capital sometimes resort. 
When: both capital and labor are sharply 
halted at the verge of every encroach- 
ment on public right a great /many of 
our present problems will be found 
easier of solution. 


THE CERTIFYING PART OF IT. 
Chicago Tribune: In the Wisconsin 


contest the decision was given against 
Gov. -La Follette on the ground that his 
organization, having made a rule for the 
certifying of delegates, failed to follow 
it, and that the stalwarts hod'done so. 
As the national committeemen sized up 
the situation, La Follette had been 
caught in his own trap. In his efforts 
to perpetuate his organization he had 
transferred the certifying of delegates 
from the chairmen and secretaries of 
the county conventions to the chairmen 
and secretaries of the county commit- 
tees. This rule was adopted in 1902. 
When credentials were submitted 
at 


Madison in the state convention, accord- 
ing to the members of the national com- 
mittee, it was found that the stalwarts 
had more delegates properly accredited 
after the manner prescribed by La Fol- 
lette's own rules than the governor him- 
self had. Too many of his delegates 
were certified by conventions instead of 
committees.. This was the position tak- 
en bv the committee in deciding the con- 
test."'

The Nebraska dictator of the Demo- 


cratic party who has conceived it is his 
mission to divinely conduct his party 
along the road he himself has chosen, is 
unalterably opposed to any candidate 
who failed to accept the platform he 
forced upon his party in 1896. He is re- 
ported within a few days to have said he 
•would not favor Judge Gray of Dela- 
ware or Judge Parker, or any one elee 
who. did not favor the platform of eight 
years ago. It was known of course Mr. 
Bryan had read ex-President Cleveland 
out of the Democratic party long ago, as 
ho has a number of other eminent men 
of the party, but this is the first official 
proclamation the Delaware jurist was 
resting under his displeasure. 


There are dictators in all parties and 


there are men who suffer their arrog- 
ance for years. But just why any one 
man or set of men 'allied together for 
spoils and power should be permitted to 
usurp that which does not belong to 
them with seeming impunity, has been 
indeed; a puzzle, to many thinking men, 
for there arc some people who do stop 
to take- a think in this siveriing and 
whirling world of ours. Here is this 
Nebraska citizen assuming he may make 
platforms .for several millions of Demo- 
crats, and with this assuming to decide 
as to the proper qualifications any can- 
didate intending to receive his blessing, 
shah. possess. It is not to tl>e purpose 
that perhaps a majority in his party 
may desire to change their platform, for 
why is not thai their privilege as the 
light and lamp of experience guides 
them, if it is the purpose and the design 
of ,t Bryan to interpret as he is minded 
and to force his platform upon his party. 


If the vast power of the politicians in 


•11 parties is to be destroyed who have 
so abused their privileges and the power 
given them by their followers, the pow- 
er of making platforms, must be taken 
away from state committees and nation- 
al committees and constructed by com- 
mittees named by conventions themselves 
and not go through the merest form of 
being approved of. It is very possible 
platforms may be more curious produc- 
tions than now, but they certainly would 
bo the fresher expressions of assembled 
delegates and not expressions and plat- 
forms patented by politicians for the 
purposes of political trading and posing 
Jor effect. It is now time in our politi- 
cal history when a halt should he made 
and the people deprive their party com- 
mittees of the power they have been 
gradually assuming to themselves, and 
their party conventions assert 
their 


power and rights. Let our political 
conventions be conveptions in every 
sense of the word. 


HIS ERROR. 
" 


Attorney Rowo in his argument for 


the armory convention ticket at Chica- 
go stated the members of the state cen- 
tral committee- were chosen in the same 
manner as wero the notional committee- 
men. 
In this ho madis an error which 


was counted up against him. The mem- 
bers of the. national committee aro chos- 
en by tho respective state delegations 
and reported to tho convention which 
stand precisely as reported. As to the 
construction of the state central com- 
mittee it was the custom hitherto for 
the state delegations to bo called to- 
gether in caucus and them each delega- 
tion proceeded to select two members of 
the state committee, and membors of the 
committee on resolutions and commit- 
tee on credentials. These names wera 
reported to previous conventions mid 
then confirmed. 


Where Mr. Rowe mado his error was 


in-this, that the armory convention did 
nothing of the sort, at least as to the 
districts having stalwart majorities. The 
districts were, called together in caucus 
and in the stalwart districts or in fact 
the districts having a, majority opposing 
the;governor for a third term, tho sup- 
porters of Goycrnor I/a Toilette did not 
attend and,in truth bolted the caucuses. 
However, the-majority in these districts 
proceeded to select the names for the 
state, central committee as formerly 
which' were reported to the convention, 
and ignored, the convention or chair 
naming the members of the state central 
committee ? for the several districts. It 
ia undenSiooxl tfeo namos (selected by the 
districteofarorivMe to the governor went 
through- Had tho convention or chair 
proceeded on the customary lines or «s 
do«*<t}ie. national convention as declared 
by Mr. 'Rpwawas the ease, the new state

tricts numbered six and the opposition

The magnifying glass was called,, into 


serriei in the 'contention over the choice 
of Secretary Cortelyow by the president 
as the official head of the Notional com? 
mittee. It was claimed the oil lenders 
opposed the secretary, that the president 
insisted upon too much, that the pto- 
gram of the conventipn had all , been 
mapped out weeks in advance, and that 
Cortelyou was thought a fine man, yet 
inexperienced, that politics au strenuous- 
ly seen in these days, was not exactly 
a matter of straight civil service ways 
and more of this sort; and the .whole; 
crowd interested in sowi.ig dissensions 
professed to believe the stuff they were 
sending out. 


If the facts were rightly set forth it 


is highly probable tho president has- 
done no more than previous presidents 
have done, and' if it be claimed that pres- 
idential candidates have not beenistrenu- 
oxis in; indicating their choice of men for 
certain things, it can Ve said, that how 
do they know. Of course when (by un- 
animous acclaim practically an . entire 
party months and months before a, na- 
tional convention, proceeds to place the 
president upon a pedestal and makes it 
fully known he is the choice above all 
others and is to succeed himself, thcroj 
by by the act-'on of those mysterious 
currents that make manifest such and 
such is certain and that no opposition, is 
to be manifested, it is but only natural 
and in perfect accord of things, that any 
man so accorded first rank should as- 
sume for granted- some things, that 
other men. less high on a national pedes- 
tal, would not assert themselves. 


But ninety per cent of this powwow 


over the choice of the president, for na- 
tional chairman is void of fo'wiflatibu. 
White it is'natural there would be some 
difference of opinion, yet this has been 
manifested in .the most open manner, 
friendly in every way, -and in .the' discus- 
sing of 'the capabilities of Secretary Cor- 
tclyou, what was more likely to hap- 
pen? But the more this was looked into 
the more Republicans very ' generally 
were perfectly satisfied the president had 
made a. most excellent .choice and that 
Cortelyou would- conduct, the campaign 
upon a standard that had not hitherto 
been attained. There is no feeling any- 
wheres except it be in the minds of the 
correspondents of the alleged indepen- 
dent press and as for the .other fellows in 
the ranks of the admitted opposition to 
Republicanism, that is their business to 
make trouble.

C1SRTAIJ»I,Y SENSATIONAL, 


That the governor threw a bomb in 


the ranks of the national convention in 
the withdrawal of the contest before the 
credentials committee, with the direct 
charge of favoritism shown in favor of 
his i contestants is not to be doubted, 
but just what the effect of this unpre- 
cedented course of his will be remains 
for the great body of conservative Wis- 
consin Republicans to decide for them 
selves. 


That the state in astounded in this 


proceeding is certain, but it does not 
add in any wise to the strength of any 
number or body of contestants to delib- 
erately attribute motives to the judges 
that in the minds of a'great majority of 
people do not exist. Had it been the 
stalwarts, to still use the name, that re- 
sorted to this sort of bomb throwing, 
can any reasonable mind question but 
what it would have weakened their 
cause? Would not the other side' have 
the best of reasons' to 'charge with as- 
surance that their case .was weak, was 
without merit, and that it practically 
amounted to secession? 


But some one must lose in every con- 


test. There must bo a line where un- 
warranted opposition must cease Party 
regularity cannot justifledly extend be- 
yond tho parting of the ways. In this 
republic some one must be cheerful los- 
ers, for if there is to be 40 acceptance 
of arbitratiori or decision by party au- 
thority, how long can our boasted Re- 
publicaa institutions can endure. 


It can be deeply deplored the governor 


has seen fit to pursue this'course, and 
that a better view be obtained, it is only 
perhaps, necessary to put the stalwarts 
In place of the others, and imagine 'then 
tho comments that would have been 
made. Let us say in this matter the 
zeal of tho governor has outrun hia dis- 
cretion, that the disappointment in not 
carrying his point has overwhelmed his 
better judgment. 


But there is still the supreme court of 


the state- as a lost resort, and the decis- 
ion of this tribunal will of course be 
final. But tho action 'of the national 
convention will not be naturally with- 
out its effect upon the Republicans of 
the state, and there will .be many who 
have hitherto been inclined to stand by 
the governor, who will have'the most 
serious doubts as to-the wiidom of .the 
course pursued in Chicago by him.

It can be mentioned as an augury of

CAPTAIN SOB.CK.OSS HONOKED. 
The depths of party factionalism was 


clearly shown at Madison in the occa- 
sion of the annual reunion of the G. A. 
R. and the Sons of Veterans. There was 
not the slightest occasion, to send ..put 
the word there was a fight on between 
the LaFollette Republicans and the Stal- 
warts as might be represented in the_ 
contest of Hon. Pliny Norcross of Jancs- 
ville and Professor Duncan McGregor 
of the state normal school at Platteville. 
Captain Norcross is one of the. gallant 
veterans of the war for the union left 
usj and there could not have been any 
more proper name to have been submit- 
ted, to the veterans young and old for 
department, commander, a,nd though it 
happens this same Captain Norcross is 
one of the old time Republicans, well as 
a gallant union veteran, yet it can- be 
said with entire truth that in the pre- 
sentation of this . name there was not 
the slightest .thought of making it any 
test of Stalwartism or otherwise. In 
opposition, however, to Captain Nor- 
cross, was „ brought out the professor 
from Plattevillo and an appointee of the 
governor it is reported, and even -here, 
this was in accordance with the custom 
to have opposing candidates, arid there- 
fore no occasion on. the part of anyone 
to.make a factional contest. Yet it was. 
done as to Captain Norcross entirely 
innocent that his honored name was to, 
be dragged down in this manner. 


The victory is now attached to tho' 


friends of the Jauesville candidate, and 
this honor rightly attaches to on hon- 
ored citizen and an old veteran, and who 
'has been more or less prominent for 
years. There is no factionalism about 
it and thero is nothing gained by claim- 
ing that there was. 


TEUST six YBAHS. 


The National Business League, de- 


clared to be non-partisan, is headed by 
Erskino M. Phelps and a score of prom- 
inent names in the world of business and 
manufactures. The more, direct objects 
of this league are stated to be -that of 
securing more' -freedom from - the fre- 
quent elections which always injure Busi- 
ness interests ' and of securing proper 
reciprocity treaties with countries from 
which we may secure markets for our 
manufactured products <,' The League 
'are at present directing their efforts up'/ 
on these two objects, and particularly, 
as the occasion is so appropo,, to labor 
'for a nix years term of presidents of the 
.United States with no re-election. It is 
ably argued that these occasions of na- 
tional elections have a deterrent effect' 
upon all business and besides are not 


provoctttre of benefit "in proportion 'to 
the turmoil they" invariably occasion. 


This desired consummation can of 


course only, be attained by means of a 
constitutional ' amendment, and' 'it is 
upon this line that,^the League are* at 
present directing their labors. It is ar- 
gued ably that national* elections ' once 
in every six years iristeadt of once_in 
four years, would result "in benefit to 
every form of interest in the country. 
But in this connection the argument can 
very -well be'*jnaa& that state elections 
are also entirelj'"ta6;4requent. Necessari- 
ly these -two year "state elections inter- 
fere with, all legitimate interests just as 
much in proportion as do too freque(ht 
national elections, ' for if one does, so 
•jdoea the other withintstate lines. Let 
iowf} 'governor^ be Delected for three to 
'feur years terms" and b*y law make them 
^nelegible for succeeding terms|, Suchta 
JBV in this state j would have preserved 
tie' people from the present bad state of 
affairs. The suggestion -is made to the 
National, Business iLeague to ineorpor-; 
aidless frequent' state elections in their 
.plktforn^and the consequent making-in- 
"degible of our governors. 


A ROTTEN 


'"^Congressman Miiiof niinced no words in 
denouncing the present system of inves- 
tigating steamboats by the government 
inspectors. He. denounced the inspection 
as rottpji and thoroughly political and 
called for a xenovation of the methods 
employed and the placing of the'bnreau 
under the control of some other depart- 
ment than the treasury bureau where in 
fact it has no place whatever.

CONVENTION 


Called to Order at 12:16 by Act- 


ing Chairman Payne With 
Three Raps of the Gavel 


Cheers Resound Through Coliseum As Presi- 


dent's Name is T*ientioned~>lost Striking 


Sentences of Temporary Chairman Root's 


Speech Liberally Applauded. 


CHICAGO, June 21.—The Republican 


national convention, the thirteenth in 
the party's history, met in the Coliseum 
at 
noon today 
and 
organized. The 


grand climax, the nominations, will not 
be reached until the third day. Senator 
Depew calls the day a curtain raiser for 
the more serious drama of 
tomorrow 


and Thursday, The curtain raiser was 
in itself an absorbing production. 


Weather predictions were disturbing. 


The sun had a struggle all the morning 
•with the clouds banked up over-the 
lake. . Fresh breezes from the northwest 
cooled the temperature. 


Five acres of seats under the arches 


of. the Coliseum began to fill by 10:30. 
Black; .dots, appeared in the emptiness, 
th» yridettcs of..that huge assemblage 
which pr.esently shaped into the conven 
tion. The interest that had for two 
days eddied gently around fifty state or 
territorial headquarters" concentrated 
upon thesp five Bte.el-qoyered acres 01 
rather upon that fragment of an acre 
delegates chairs painted green, in front 
of a crimson-carpeted rostrum set with 
flemish oak furniture. The table was a 
•olid piece, fit to stand the blows to be 
beat upon it. 


-As tho ticket holders 
entered 
the 


•watchers outside grew into a multitude. 
Most of those outside 'were satisfied with 
the mild thrill of being in the neighbor- 
hood of where the large things were to 
be done, for the first session of the na- 
tional convention was an imposing fact, 
even if its general results were certain 
ties beforehand. 


AREAKGEMEXTS PERFECT. 


The Coliseum is not yet historic. It 


has been a place for roller skating, balls 
and the circus, yet old convention hands 
thought it the best proportioned and ar- 
ranged convention in tho United States. 
.The outside walls are of-stone with cas 
.tellatcd turrets, so the first impression 
was that of a city armory. Inside the 
,wido concaves, of. steel, black would make 
the place look like a railroad • station, 
but white, with flags gave a pitfasing ef- 
fect. The first mental effort after look- 
ing »t the immensity of seats, parterre 
rising on parterre, was to sum the total. 
It turned out to be about 8,500 number- 
ed places including, the banking of 50 
rising behind the chairman. Above this 
•was suspended the colossal portrait of 
the late Senator Hanna on a. canvas 20 
by 17 foet. Portraits of the president 
•with flags about them .were placed at 
regular intervals around the amphithea- 
ter.

A funnel-shaped cloud is 
gathering over the heads of this com- 
mittee and the storm of political pique, 
sectional strife and party bickering is 
scheduled to break the minute the com- 
mittee assembles.

'DECORATIONS is COLISEUM. 


A large number of potted plants and 


palms were placed around the sides of 
the hall in the.first floor and boughs, 
which were fastened'to the girders just 
above the balcony relieved in a pleas- 
ant manner the long stretch of saffron 
colored roofing. It has been announced 
that the only picture which would be 
seen in the convention would be the 
enormous portrait of the late Senator 
Hanna 
which hung just above 
the 


speaker's platform, but yesterday large 
engravings of President Roosevelt, were 
placed at every alternate catch in the 
draped bunting that stretched. arownd 
the ceiling. Below each picture of the 
president and beneath those folds in tho 
draped streamers of red white and blue, 
where the picture was not, hung swing- 
ing baskets of ferns, while the under side 
of tho great steel trusses from 'the bunt- 
ing to the back scats was covered with 
tastefully arranged palms.

President .Roosevelt." It was the firsti 
mention of the president's name and the 
delegates rose as one man. Cheers rang 
through the hall and Members sprang, 
upon the chairs and waved hats, banners 
and handkerchiefs.

"Mr. Chairman," he said, "I am deep 


ly—" another'burst'of'cheers cut him 
off. 
"I am deeply," resumed Mr. Root, 


when quiet was restored, and this time 
;he was permitted to proceed. 


Secretary Root's declaring that the 


building 
of the Panama;canal would 


have been delayed for another genera- 
tion but for the insistence .of President 
Roosevelt, provoked cheering! 


Simultaneously 
with. *.'•' ex-Secretary 


Root's appearance at the.speaker's table 
an immense oil painting of President 
Roosevelt was unveiled at his right.* As 
Mr. Root began to speak the picture 
was removed and' the sole attention of 
the immense gathering was devoted to 
the N.e,w York statesman. He had hard- 
ly struck his stride when cries of "loud- 
er" were heard from far recesses of the 
hall. His voice soon gained power, 
however, .and his well enunciated words 
rang well thr.ough the still, hall. 


SPOKE" WITHOUT NOTES. 


The more striking sentences of Nhis 


speech were liberally applauded. When 
he reviewed in figures the increase of 
the money of the country and annpuneed 
the enormous sum of gold accumulated, 
the convention'became enthusiastic. All 
of these details and figures Mr.' Root 
pronounced .without reference to memo- 
randum. : He turned his 
attention to 


the administration's'regulation of trusts 
and when he saidj "But no'honest indus- 
try has been suppressed," here was a 
round 
of applause. The declaration 


that those corporations which had en- 
croached on. the rights of the public had 
been curbed to an extent never before 
reached, also pleased the convention. 


He threw back the lapels of his coat, 


He paced back and forth in a brief space 
on the platform and enforced his words 
with quiet gestures, in which his index 
finger played an important part. 
APPLAUD PRESIDENT AND TAFT. 
Discussing the Cuban question Mr. 


Root mentioned the dispatch from Pres- 
ident Palraa to President Roosevelt 
when the island waa turned over. It 
was the first time he had mentioned the 
president's name, and the 
convention 


jrasped the opportunity to applaud. 
Shortly afterward he brought in the 
name of Secretary Taft which was also 
leartily, applauded. 


The administration's PnnaSna canal, 


rolicy received a round of applause when 
;hft speaker declared that the" "weak- 
ings would have postponed its ooastrtic- 
iion to another generation."
